Eleven  years  have  passed,  iiiid.  as  has  been  liinted  a  moment 
ago  !)>•  tlie  new  I.ieiit.-Govenior  of  Alberta,  many  and  man_\ 
ehanges  have  taken  place.  In  l.SIU  the  expectations  which  you 
indulged  in  of  rapid  development  for  this  ne«'  territory  had  not  been 
realized.  The  sun  shone,  the  rain  fell,  the  soil  responded  gener- 
ously to  the  efforts  of  the  farmer,  br.t  markets  were  far,  the 
means  of  access  were  few,  the  profits  of  the  farmer  were  scanty 
and  small.  Ajjriculture,  upon  whi<'h  all  industry  depends,  agri- 
cidture,  from  which  all  nealth  is  derived,  was  sorely  depressed, 
aiul  it  beinu  depressed,  eveiythinp;  suffereil  in  conseipience. 

The  city  of  Winnipeg,  the  pi.inecr  cit.'  after  makiii);  a  splendid 
start,  had  reached  the  rank  of  a  provincial  town  and  seemed  to 
have  readied  its  furthest  possibility.  The  five  cities  which 
now  ailorii  the  new  provinces.  He^'ina.  .Moosejaw,  Calgary,  Ed- 
monton, and  I'rinci'  Albert  were  nothing  but  striifjgling  villages. 
Vou  know  as  well  as  1  do  that  at  that  time  Regina  had  nothing 
royal  but  its  name;  Moosejaw  was  not  far  removed  from  the 
primitive  condition  which  its  luime  implied,  a  name  no  doubt 
in  which  its  iidiabitants  glory;  t'algary  had  made  a  splendid 
start,  but  stood  .still.  Of  Edtnonton  what  shall  I  say?  I  am 
sure  I  will  not  offi'ud  the  pride  of  any  c:itizen  when  I  say  I  could 
count  upon  the  fingers  of  my  two  hands  all  the  buildings,  public 
and  private,  wliic-h  then  constituted  yotir  town,  now  the  capital 
of  Alberta.  But  ncjw  everything  is  changed.  ilij,.,ntic  strides 
are  made  on  all  sides  over  these  new  provinces.  Only  eight 
years  ago  I  had  the  honour  of  representing  in  Parliament  the  third 
largest  city  in  Canada,  the  old  City  of  Quebec,  but  now,  I  am  sorry 
to  say  1  have  to  take  a  back  scat  and  that  honour  now  belongs  to 
the  city  of  Winnipeg.  Rut  in  the  name  of  the  ])eople  of  Quebec 
let  me  say  I  airi  not  jeah,.  s.  and  I  may  also  say  that  the  two

is  a  day  of  national  rejoicins.  This  is  a  city  where  to-dav  we  only 
remember  one  Ihin^'.  that  we  are  Canadians  and  Mritish  sub- 
jects. Theri'fore.  ladies  and  >;entleiiieii.  I  will  abstain  from  Koini; 
into  the  causes.  Hut.  sir,  whether  we  aftiee  or  whether  we  dis- 
acree.  therr'  is  one  thint;  which  we  all  admit  thtit  the  |)rosperity 
of  this  ni'w  province,  past,  present  or  future,  is  undoubteillv 
cnnneeteil  with  the  question  of  transportation,  with  railwav 
facilities.  Well,  sir.  I  will  not  go  further,  because  perhaps.  I 
might  trespass  upon    lie  grotmd  front  which  1  wish  to  abstain. 

Hut,  gentlemen,  in  order  to  bring  out  this  new  provim-e  to 
the  standard  which  we  ex]ieet  it  to  attain  it  is  necessary  that  we 
shoulil  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  people,  of  all  the 
citizens  of  .\lberta.  We  uiust  have  the  co-opera(iou  of  the  old 
.settlers,  of  the  pioneers,  the  old  pioneers  chiefly  from  the  provinee 
of  Ontario  who  came  here  when  the  land  was  a  ih'sert  and  in.ade  the 


dpsert  to  smile.  \Vv  must  also  have  the  coo|)erati()n  of  the  new 
citizens  wlm  ciiiiii'  ficim  all  parts  of  the  world, to  pive  to  Canada. and 
to  .Mhcrta.  tlic  benefit  of  their  individuahty,  of  tiieir  energ.v  and 
tlieir  enterprisi'.  and  since  it  happens  tlial  I  have  tlie  honour  of 
oceup\inK  the  position  of  first  ser^-ant  of  the  Crown  in  this  country, 
let  me  say  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  and  with  the  concurrence  of 
His  E.\celleney,  that  to  these  new  fellow-countrymen,  to  these 
new  subjects  of  tlie  Kin)j.  I  offer  the  most  cordial  welcome.  1 
welcome  those  of  our  own  kith  and  kin  from  the  old  land.  I  wel- 
come those  from  the  older  portions  of  Kurope.  I  welcome  those 
who  come  fnun  the  neifjhbourinn,  the  kindred  Hepublic  on  the 
other  side  of  the  line. 

Let  me  say  to  one  and  all.  above  all  to  those  newly  our  lel- 
low-conntrymen,  that  the  Dominion  of  Canada  is  in  one  res])ect 
like  the  Kinplont  of  Heaven,  those  who  come  at  the  eleventh  hour 
will  receive  the  .same  treatment  as  tliose  who  have  been  in  the 
field  for  a  long  time. 

We  want  to  share  witlt  them  our  lamls.  our  laws,  our  civiliza- 
tion. Let  them  be  Hritish  subjects,  let  them  take  their  .share  in 
the  life  of  this  country,  whether  it  be  municipal,  provincial  or 
national.  Let  them  be  electors  as  well  as  citizens.  We  do  not 
want  nor  wish  that  any  individual  should  forget  the  lanil  of  his 
origin.  Let  them  look  to  the  past,  but  let  them  still  more  look 
to  the  futun-.  Let  them  look  to  the  land  of  their  ancestors,  but 
let  them  look  also  to  the  land  of  their  children.  Let  them  beccune 
Canadians.  Hritish  subjects  and  Rive  their  heart,  their  soul,  their 
energy  and  all  their  power  to  Canada,  to  its  instittitions.  and  to 
its  King,  who  like  his  illustrious  mother,  is  a  model  constitutional 
sovereign.
